. Envy to fil the beertof Ariſteus with hatred and animoſity 
| tothe end he might endeavour the deſtruittion of bis Rival . 
which accordingly ſhe did: , For Ariſteus, baving by all means 
ſought his ruine, and not being able to effet it, was conſtrained 
at lengthto have recourſe t0 complaints to Eutidice , which 
were alſo fucceſſeleſſe, to him'y, For that this new pride, going 
one day to divert her ſelf with a company of Nymph: in a fair 
field, ſhe left her Companions to gather ſome Flowers to make 
a Ggrland 10 Crown her Ocpheus withall, at hs return from 
the Sacrifice he went to offer, to prevent the misfortunes which 
ſeemed to threaten him , where, as ſhe was gathering the fluw- 
ers, ſhe was flung with ay Aſpe , of which ſhe dyed upon the 
place: Orpheus who dreamt of nothing but fulneſſe of de- 
lights. was ſo ſurprized with the Death of his Wife, that he be- 
Came fixed as a Statue, And afier a thouſand vain Importw« 
nings of the Heavens, hereſolved ſince, thoſe bigh Divimnities 
would not relieve him, ta deſcitnd to the jnfernal ſhades, which 
he did by a Precipice which @ in Lyconia ; CAfier be bad 
paſſed that dangerous paſſage, and had attained the Banks of 
Acheron, Charon the Maſter of the Barque which paſſed ever 
the Souls of the Deceaſed, notwithBanding the. earneſt prayers 
of Orpheus, refuſed to ferry him, becauſe be would not mingle 
-theliving with the dead: Orpheus then found himſelf obliged 
to have recourſe to bis Songs, which ſo charmed Cliaron, that 
he paſſed him over , and-condutted him to Plutocs Pallace , 
where as ſoon 45 he was arrived, he b:ſceched Pluto and Pro 
ſcrpine ts reftore him, his dear Euridice ; But ſeeing that bis 
per ſwaſions had no operation upon their Infernal Deities, he - 
gain betook him to his Harp and Voice; and fo rav:ſhed Pluto 
* with his Harmony , tbat he permitted him, to recondutt his 
Wife among the l:wing, upon condition that he ſhould not look 
pon htr, untill be had paſed 1he limits of that dark King- 
dom. Orpheus awrged with a deſare t0 ſee his Euridice ag aim 
4 be conducted her, could not forbear infringing the condition 
which occaſion'd the ſecond death of bis wife who wasthen aro 
. che 
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"fnding bimſelf conſtrained toverurnt the Eurth again, « 


he baa exttratcd the crucl decrees of Hell, retired 10 the Moun- 
tain Rodophe, where he continued for a good time, refuſing to 
liſten to dll offers of a ſecond Marriage , although there were 
many Ladies in Love with him , and ſecing himſelf ſo impor- 
tuned with the Ladies, ht retired to a Cave, where he ſought to 
relieve his grief, with his contizual _ ; He bad ſo ſweet 4 
Voice, and plaid ſo incomparably upon the Hwp, that he drew 
after him all th: Beaſts and Trees, which came to pay their ho- 
mage i his porfections, 7 he Women ſeeing themſelves ſo de- 
ſpiſed by Orpheus, conceived fo greit a hatred againſt him, 
that the Dames of Thrace, or Bacchanales, mecting him one 
day as they celebrated the mad feaſts of Bacchus, murthered 
him, tore him in pieces, and threw his Head with his Harp in« 
to the. Rivers And for Cataſtrophe of this ſtory, Bacchus diſe 
pleaſed that during bis Solemninies the Bachanles had com 
mitred ſo great a Crime, for puniſhment he turned them mto ſo 
many Trees,

laitrious Monſieur Chapoton, who hath diminiſbed and ad- 
ded ſomthing to the Fable to render his piece more noble and
